Italian progressive-minded 
Catholics in the Christian Democratic Perty very anxiously ^ 
await Maritaln’s arrival in Rome, hoping for help and support 
from him. On the other hand, Maritain'e presence in the 
Tatioan will be an unexpected support to any -progressive- 
minded Catholic movement throughout the world. The State 
Secretariat expects Uaritaln to be the focus of ell such 
movements. The Pope himself does not want to hinder raovey ' 
ments like Maritain’s, but there is a feer that traditional 
elements which are very important to the Holy See will be 
ahakeh. T&e Vatican is afraid that if a development similar 
to the one in France .should take place in Poland, Austria, 
Hungary, and especially In Spain, less important {and, to 
the Holy See, less loyal) radical Catholics . would then, be 
offered as ...representatives , thereby presenting a chain of 
very serious problems to the Vatican and^lts administration.
